The action of tho hoard was the re- 


sult of nine months' exhaustive in- 
vestigation by Samuel 1J. Dodge of 
Cleveland, 
member Of the 
board, 


taken at the Instance of Mis'? Jean- 
nettc Cooper of tbU city, who aided 
In the Inquiry. 


Johnson, a prosperous onion and 


celery farmer, was dragged out of 
bod and shot by live masked men, 
who secured by the crime only a 
few 
dollars and a 
watch. 
Marsh 


Lindsay, Charles Foster and Willis 
Miller were found guilty of tile mur- 
dor and died 
In the 
penitentiary. 


TJlry, also convicted, and Lork Fos- 
ter are the only survivors of the flve. 


In his report Mr. Dodge says: "It 


may be that the Fosters (two broth- 
ers) and Willis Miller were connect- 
ed with the tragedy. I do not be- 
lieve Marsh Lindsay was, and I am 
quite positive George Ury was not 
and Is today aa Innocent of any con- 
nectjon with this crlmo as I nra my- 
self." 


The storm the night of the crime 


fixed tho date indelibly In the minds 
of witnesses, whose testimony, in tho 
opinion of tho hoard, established a 
complete alibi for George Ury, who 
made a living by crystallizing photo- 
graphs and tramped over the country 
taking orders, and perhaps for others 
of the men implicated. 


Legnl Method* Criticised. 


The report criticises the methods 


used in getting evidence. Ben Wade, 
afterward electrocuted for a subse- 
quent murder, but thon a second- 
tenn convict, and Ben Landis, now 
serving a life sentence, were taken

ness, George Shuck, was put in jail 
and testified that Landis and Meek 
said they would get him out and pay 
him well to testify he had seen Ury 
In a wagon with Lindsay, according 
to the report.
